Recently one of my best 
friends told me that he had 
gotten his concealed-carry 
permit — ^for the second time. 

To be clear, he had not renewed his 
permit, but had gone through the process 
all over again after letting his first permit 
lapse. Interestingly, his reasoning for 
both actions was directly influenced by 
today’s breed of pocket pistols. 


When Matt first got his CCW more than 
10 years ago, he was already a very good 
shot with the full-sized pistols he owned. To 
his credit, he supplemented his marksman- 
ship skills with tactics training to make sure 
he was prepared for the responsibility of 
carrying and potentially using a gun in the 
real world. He even invested in a custom 
holster for his chosen carry gun that was 
fine tuned to his physique and style of 
dress. However, when he put all the pieces 


together and began to carry on a daily 
basis, he discovered what many of us have 
also learned the hard way: Carrying a full- 
sized handgun concealed isn’t easy. 

The fact that his job required lots of 
physical movement made that challenge 
even tougher. Soon his custom holster was 
joined by an ever-growing collection of other 
holsters in a never-ending search to find the 
perfect carry position. Like many shooters, 
the frustration of this process eventually got

the best of him, and he stopped carrying 
altogether and let his CCW permit lapse. 

My friend had always been a firm 
believer in full-sized fighting pistols — espe- 
cially the 191 1 platform.

of big-bore stopping power and connpact 
size. They were also exactly the tipping point 
he needed to rekindle his comnnitnnent to car- 
rying concealed. After thoroughly research- 
ing the market and narrowing his choices, he 
found a pistol that gives him the performance 
he demands in a package that comfortably 
fits his wardrobe, lifestyle and habits. 

To his credit, finding the right gun — and 
later the right holster — was only part of the 
process. Before he even considered applying 
for his CCW again, he invested in a pile of 
ammo and set up a regular schedule of visits 
to the range. He found that although his new 
gun carried much easier than his pet 1911, 
its smaller size made it more challenging to 
shoot well. That meant more range time be- 
fore he felt he could shoot the gun well enough 
to carry it responsibly. Then and only then 
did he submit the paperwork for his permit. 

This path of discovery is an excellent 
template for anyone considering carrying a 
pistol for personal defense. First, find a gun 
that fits you, your style of dress and your life- 
style well enough that you will actually carry it 
regularly. The modern breed of pocket pistols 
makes this process very easy, offering an en- 
tire spectrum of handguns in shapes, sizes

and calibers to fit virtually any preference. 

To make your carry gun an integral part of 
your daily dress and routine, you also need 
to invest in a good-quality holster that dove- 
tails with your wardrobe and provides con- 
sistency as your style of dress changes with 
the seasons. Here again, the advantages of 
true pocket pistols shine. Pants pockets are 
one of the few fashion elements that remain 
consistent during the change from warm 
weather shorts to jeans to a suit and tie. As 
such, they are a natural home for a pocket- 


sized pistol nestled in an appropriate holster 
that protects the gun, aids concealment by 
masking its outline and keeps it oriented in 
a consistent, easy-to-access position. It’s a 
good idea to ‘lest drive” your carry position 
around the house for a while before you be- 
gin to carry in public. 

The next and most important phase of the 
process is to shoot your pocket pistol — a lot. 
Smaller guns are lighter and offer less surface 
area to grip than full-sized pistols. They also 
have a shorter sight radius than larger guns 
and don’t point as naturally. All of these fac- 
tors make them more challenging to shoot, so 
you need to invest extra range time to learn 
to shoot yours well. Make your range ses- 
sions challenging, but keep them relevant to 
the conditions of realistic defensive shooting. 

Once you are confident in all the com- 
ponent parts of your pocket pistol carry 
strategy, put them all together and make 
the commitment to carry regularly. As you 
gain experience, continue to refine your per- 
sonal approach to carry and make it an in- 
tegral part of your daily life. Above all, keep 
practicing. Remember, the gun you carry 
the most should also be the one you shoot 
the most. Train hard, and stay safe. PP

The XD Mod. 2 in 9mm incorporates a 
newly engineered grip surface, redesigned 
siide and frame contours and next-gen features 
proven in Springfieid Armory’s ultra-compact, 
concealment-ready XD-S 9mm and .45 AGP series. 
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The Springfield Armory Sub-Compact XD chambered in 9mm has 
been ideal for CCW use since it was introduced back in 2003. 

The revised 2015 version, designated as the Mod.2, takes everything about 
the XD Sub-Compact that made it desirable and improves upon it with re- 
fined contours, a new grip-to-hand interface and the superb front and rear 
sights developed by Springfield for its latest XD-S models. 

At the heart of the Mod.2 is a new multi-surface grip texturing molded 
into the grip strap, which is called the GripZone. Springfield’s new design 
has varying surface textures, a concept based around the dynamics of 
the human hand. The three-quarter panel, where the palm swell and first 
joint of the fingers wrap around the grip, is the most aggressively textured 
for a firm, tactile hold. The front and rear surfaces are the second-most 
aggressively textured, where the palm and the insides of the fingers 
grasp the pistol. Combined, the front, rear and three-quarter panels make 
the Mod.2 less prone to torque, wrench or lever during recoil. The third 
surface is a lightly textured grain that extends from the side panels to the 
entire frame. Additionally, the Mod.2 triggerguard is rounded at the front 
like the new XD-S models, rather than squared off like earlier XD versions. 

In addition to slimmer, more rounded contours, the new slide boasts 
several improvements including new rear serrations that Springfield calls the 
“Posi-Wedge Slide Serration .’’This deeply recessed design with five grooves 
helps reduce the chance for slippage when racking the slide. The single most 
import feature of the new slide design, however, comes from replacing the original 
white-dot sights with the latest XD-S red fiber-optic front sight and a combat-style 
white-dot rear. This combo on the Mod.2 makes the pistol faster to get on target 
under varying lighting conditions and extends the sight radius by 0.5 inches. 

With the XD’s grip angle, high-hold beavertail and grip safety working in concert 
with Springfield’s Ultra Safety Assurance (USA) blade trigger safety, the Mod.2 takes

Range Workout 

The Mod.2’s staggered, flush-fitting 
magazines hold 13 rounds, giving the Sub- 
Compact an impressive 14-round capacity. 
Tipping the scale at 26 ounces (unloaded), 
the XD Mod. 2 in 9mm measures 6.25 inch- 
es in length, 4.75 inches in height, from the 
base of the magazine to the top of the low- 
profile combat rear sight, and 1.125 inches 
in width (including slide, frame and slide- 
release lever). In short, it is a pretty small 
gun for a 14-round 9mm. Springfield also 
offers an extended-capacity magazine for 
the Mod.2 that adds another three rounds, 
for a 16 - 1-1 capacity and a longer grip (with 
the magazine’s X-Tension) that increases 
height to 5.5 inches. There will also be a 
matching Mod.2 chambered in .40 S&W 
with a 9-1-1 standard capacity and 12-1-1 with 
the extended magazine. 

Trigger pull on the test gun averaged 5.3 
pounds. For subcompact handguns with 
barrel lengths of 3 inches, standard target 
distance is 15 yards. For the XD Mod.2, 
9mm ammo selection was Sig Sauer’s 
Elite Performance 124-grain V-Crown jack- 
eted hollow-point (JHP), Speer Gold Dot 
1 15-grain HP and Hornady Critical Defense 
1 15-grain FTX. The new XD Mod.2 in 9mm 
balances well in the hand and stays put as 
intended with the GripZone texturing. Recoil 
proved moderate, as is usual for the XD’s 
dual recoil spring design, and sight reacqui- 
sition was notably easier with the XD-S-style 
red fiber-optic front sight. All hits scored five 
points on the Speedwell B-27 target placed 
in front of a Target Shooting Solutions 
36-inch-diameter BCS-36 Bullet Trap. Best 
groups averaged from 1 .27 to 1 .70 inches.

This allows us to look at 
what Taurus, certainly a 
well-known company in 
the concealed-carry 
community, has to offer 
along with the Curve. 

Introduced after 
years of research and 
development, the new 
polymer-framed Curve 
in .380 ACP is chock 
full of attributes that will 
attract the attention of any 
dedicated concealed carrier 
or those interested in becom- 
ing one. Start with the Curve’s 
small size, which allows it to be 
virtually the size of your hand, then 
its weight, a featherweight 10.2 ounces, and its 
1.18-inch-thick slide. Despite the pistol’s diminu- 
tiveness, however, it still holds 6-1-I rounds. 


Form-Fit Defense 

But its most unique feature is its shape. The 
Curve’s frame bends to the right, to make it con- 
toured to fit the human shape, a distinct advantage 
when worn inside the waistband (IWB). Form 
fitting, the Curve will have fewer tendencies to pro- 
trude when beneath a covering garment. Taurus 
did not stop there, though, but turned its attention 
to another potential “printing” factor — sharp edges.

There are no sharp edges to be found on 
this pistol. Every edge on the Curve has been 
radiused. If a Curve should press against cov- 
ering garments, observers will see something 
shaped more like a wallet or cell phone. 

Another source for potential clothing snags 
or abraded skin are handgun sights. The Curve 
arrives sans traditional sights, though it does 
have two alternative sighting systems. The first 
is a combination red laser/white light made by 
LaserLyte built into the Curve’s frame. Its flush 
activation switch appears on the frame’s right 
side. Taurus’ Bore Sight System is the other. 

A white cross on the slide’s back is in line with 
the bore. Level the slide, center the cross on 
what you want to shoot and pull the trigger. 

Holsters can add bulk to a pistol 
carried IWB, and Taurus recognized that fact. 
The Curve arrives wearing a belt clip that 
works equally well on a non-belted waistband 
and that’s swappable to the pistol’s left side. 

Pocket Autos 

Taurus’ Millennium G2 is a polymer-framed 
pistol that would make a nice defensive 
concealed-carry pistol without sacrificing 
any advantages. Weighing 22 ounces, with a 
length of 6.24 inches and a 12+1 capacity of 
9mm rounds (or 10+1 in .40 S&W), the Millen- 
nium G2 will not drag your belt down. 

Still, with 13 rounds in the pistol, and 
another 12 in a spare magazine, this semi- 
auto should prove quite helpful in an armed 
confrontation. The sights are nice, with the rear 
radiused, along with the pistol’s other edges, to 
help prevent snags during the draw. Aggressive 
texturing on the grip and an equipment rail for 
accessories rounds out the gun’s features. 

Taurus’ smallest pistol offerings, until the 
advent of the Curve, were its Model 22 and 
Model 25 series, chambered for .22 LR and 
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.25 ACR respectively. Don’t get me wrong, 
these 9+1 semi-autos have not suddenly be- 
come gargantuan and are still viable, double- 
action-only (DAO) pocket pistols. Sights are 
vestigial at best, with the rear being integral 
to the slide and the front integral to the barrel. 
This is no problem on a pistol designed for 
use at bad-breath distances. 

I find the wooden grips on these pistols 
seem to provide a type of “hand-filling” effect. 
The Model 22 and Model 25 series of pistols 
have a feature perfect for the previously men- 
tioned reduced-upper-body-strength users — 
the barrels tip up for easy loading! 

Deep-Cover Wheelguns 

An interesting revolver option is the Tau- 
rus Model 85PLY, which has a frame of high- 
strength polymer. Many folks prefer polymer

he Boberg begins 
with a simpie premise: 
Change the way you 
ioad the gun. 


Armsmaker and inventor Arne Boberg’s 
semi-autos use a reverse-feeding 
magazine that loads rounds from the 
back — nose first and nose down. The slide 
extracts a fresh round from the back of 
the magazine, moving the cartridge to a 
lifter that positions it to be gripped by the 
slide’s dual extractors. The round is then 
pushed directly into the rotating barrel 
breech as the slide closes. This design 
eliminates the need for a feed ramp, thus 
the Boberg’s 3.75-inch barrel is as flush at 
the breech as it is at the muzzle, and up 
to 1 inch longer than normal for the rela- 
tive size of the slide and frame. 

The Boberg operates on an entirely 
different principle than most semi-autos. 
When it is fired, the barrel moves back 
in unison with the slide about 0.125 
inches and then begins to rotate counter- 
clockwise 23 degrees before unlocking 
from the slide, which then continues its 
rearwards travel. The barrel remains 
parallel to the slide rather than tilting 
down as in traditional short-recoil designs, 
and thus the Boberg barrel never leaves 
horizontal alignment. 

When inserted into the grip, the 
magazine in a Boberg sits under the 
barrel breech rather than behind it like 


other semi-autos. By placing the rounds 
beneath the barrel breech, the frame and 
slide can be shortened proportionately. A 
rear-feeding magazine is the only way to 
do this in a semi-auto pistol. 

In weight and balance, the .45 ACP 
model feels like a smaller-caliber hand- 
gun, with a center of balance that falls 
perfectly into the hand with the little finger 
tucked under the magazine. Internally, this 
is very different gun and it has specific 
maintenance requirements, including 22

lubrication points during cleaning and a 
special (supplied and available) moly- 
based anti-seize lubricant that needs to 
be applied to the gun’s removable locking 
block during routine cleaning. 

On The Range 

The XR45-S is comparatively narrow 
for a .45 ACP, and your hand really wraps 
around the grips. The very deep arch of 
the backstrap allows 1 .25 inches of the 
frame and slide to rest over the web of 
your hand, so it really does allow a solid 
grasp. Average trigger pull on my test gun 
was 6.25 pounds as measured on a Ly- 
man trigger-pull gauge. 

Test ammunition consisted of Federal 
Premium 230-grain Hydra-ShokJHP, Sig 
Sauer 200-grain Elite Performance JHP and 
Barnes TAC-XPD 185-grain +P. Since the 
XR45-S is designed for +P ammo (and can 
also fire .45 Super), personal defense ammo 
was the choice all around. The Barnes 
1 85-grain load is specifically designed for 
higher velocity and reduced recoil, and 
clocked 845 feet per second (fps). Sig Sauer 
cleared the traps at 858 fps, which was the 
fastest, and the heavy 230-grain Federal 
Premium flew at 800 fps. Law Enforce- 
ment Targets’ IPSC competition silhouettes 
were set up at a measured distance of 1 5 
yards and all tests were conducted using a 
Weaver stance and a two-handed hold. 

The XR45-S has dovetailed, inter- 
changeable front and rear white-dot 
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sights that were easy 
to acquire. With the pistol’s 
comparatively reduced recoil, they were 
also very easy to reacquire for follow-up 
shots. Trigger pull felt very smooth with 
no stacking and a quick reset, making the 
XR45-S easy to shoot consistently. If a 
handgun can show a decided preference

for one brand of ammunition over another, 
the Boberg has a taste for Sig Sauer’s 
200-grain JHP, which consistently printed 
five-round groups averaging 1 .75 inches. 
Barnes 185-grain -i-P came next with one 
failure to feed out of 50 rounds and an 
impressive 1 .75-inch best group, with three 
overlapping. Also with one failure to feed. 


Federal Premium had the widest spread 
with a best five-round group of 3.25 inches. 

Ultra-Compact .45 

From a design perspective, the Boberg 
has a lot more going on inside than most 
semi-autos. The XR45-S has definite 
pluses such as its light trigger pull.

Tamer grip that is included with the stan- 
dard LCR, however, does an excellent 
job of taming perceived recoil. 

The LCR is available in a variety 
of calibers, from .22 LR to .38 Special 
to .357 Magnum, but perhaps most 
interesting is the 9mm version. Be- 
cause the 9mm case is rimless, Ruger 
provides moon clips for faster loading 
and positive ejection. Thankfully, you 
don’t have to use them as the 9mm car- 
tridges can be loaded and fired without 
the moon clip. Ejection, however, then 
requires the use of a tool such as a 
pen. For concealed-carry use, stick 
with the moon clips. 

On the range, the 9mm certainly 
kicked more like a .357 Magnum than 
a .38 Special, but not quite as much.

I am a longtime proponent of double-action-only (DAO) triggers on handguns 
that are used for personal defense. And of the many DAO pistols on market, 
those made by Kahr Arms are some of the most user friendly in my opinion. 

Kahr pistols use a system whereby a trigger stroke of 0.7 inches rotates a cam that unlocks the 
spring-loaded striker safety, pulls it to the full-cock position and then releases it to fire the pistol. This 
produces a smooth, stage-free trigger pull with a crisp let-off. Safety is provided by a striker block that 
immobilizes the partially cocked striker, which can only be overcome by pulling the trigger through 
a complete stroke. Because of this, Kahr pistols have a snag-free exterior, a very nice feature for a 
pistol designed to be carried and drawn from concealment. 

Kahr pistols feature an offset barrel with the trigger mechanism beside it, producing a frame with a 
high grip close to the centerline of the bore for enhanced recoil control. Breech locking 
is accomplished by the barrel hood bearing on the front edge of the ejection 
port to lock the barrel and slide together. Upon firing, the slide moves 
rearward and the barrel is cammed down, unlocking it from the slide, 
which continues rearwards, extracting and ejecting the spent case. The 
recoil spring pushes the slide forward, stripping the next round from the 
magazine and chambering it. As the slide goes into battery, the barrel 
hood moves up into the ejection port, locking the two units together. 

.380 Protector 

The most recent addition to Kahr’s line of subcompact, poly- 
mer-framed pistols is the CT380. Intended as a “value” model, it 
differs from standard polymer-framed pistols in several respects. 
The slide has fewer machining operations while the front sight, 
which is made from plastic, is pinned in place rather than using 
a dovetail cut. There are also fewer markings, and these are 
engraved rather than rollmarked. 

The CT380’s slide stop is produced 
by a metal-injection- 

molding process 
rather than 
being a ma- 
chined part, 
while the 
barrel has 
conventional 
rifling rather 
than polygonal 
style.

with a single magazine in a cardboard box. These 
qualities result in an MSRP of only $399. 

My fiancee (and photographic assistant) Becky and I 
tested the CT380 for accuracy by firing a series of five- 
shot groups from a rest at 7 yards. The bar-dot sights pro- 
vided a fast and clear sight picture, and we were able to 
produce sub-2-inch groups with all three brands of ammo. 
Off-hand drills on a combat target produced results 
that were just as satisfying. Recoil control with 
the CT380 was very good and we had no troubh 
making fast, accurate follow-up shots. I should 
also mention that we ran about 
200-plus rounds through the 
CT380 that afternoon with- 
out a single malfunction. 

Appealing 
Alternatives 

We found the 
CT380 to be a fitting 
addition to Kahr’s line 
of concealable hand- 
guns, which includes a 


wide variety in several different calibers. Let’s check some of them out. 

To me, the most unique of these is the new CW9 Purple. Based 
upon Kahr’s medium-sized polymer frame, this 9mm pistol has a 
3.6-inch barrel, an overall length of 5.9 inches and the 
magazine holds seven rounds. As you 
have no doubt ascertained by its 
moniker, the polymer 
frame is purple 
and designed 
to appeal to 
female shooters.

Year-round concealed carry has 
to be practical and provide 
three essential characteristics: maximum concealment 
ease of retrieval and comfort. While that sounds pretty 
straightforward, each of those elements requires an 
individual choice by the person carrying the gun 
With so many of the latest pocket pistols being 
made lighter and easier to handle, the choices 
in concealed-carry guns has increased 
exponentially over the past few years. 

Practical, seasonal concealed carry, 
if you are going to stay with only one gun, 
can and often will require more than one type 
of holster to accommodate changing concealment 
needs dictated by clothing, weather conditions 
and certain situations. The latter is reflected 
in your need to carry— the greater the 
need, the greater the demand for either 
quick access or deeper concealment. 

For most individuals with a CCW 

permit, the need is basic personal protection, rather than as a sidearm intended for persons whose line of work may put them directly in 
harm’s way. For most, it is a need that can be fulfilled with one gun and a choice of holsters that, above all else, address the third require- 
ment: comfort. To that end, we have broken down holster options to five primary types of concealed-carry methods: pocket carry, inside 
the waistband (IWB), belt, shoulder and ankle holsters. There are distinct advantages and disadvantages to each, most often dictated by 
comfort, degree of concealment and ease of access. Some methods will compromise one of the three carry guidelines to achieve another, 
and this is where the following breakdown of holster types and features will help in making this all-important decision for concealed carry. 


Concealment rigs can be leather, Kydex, injection-molded plastics or combinations ot them aii. Ciockwise trom 
top ieft: DeSantis’ Pocket Shot, Mitt Sparks’ Versa-Max 2 IWB, Crossfire’s Putse IWB, the Blade-Tech Ambi Klipt 
IWB, the Galco Combat Master and Springfield XD Mod.

A pocket holster can be totally unobtrusive in a front pant pocket, even less so than a wallet or cell phone. The holster will 
be securely retained in the pocket and keep the gun upright for quick access. This offers comfort, higher concealment, but a 
slower draw. Pocket holsters also protect the pistol or revolver’s triggerguard from lint, debris or other items in your pocket.

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S mall handguns are a 
Staple of the law en- 
forcement armory for 
plainclothes officers 
and off-duty person- 
nel, and more American citizens are 
licensed to carry concealed hand- 
guns in public now than at any time 
in any living person’s memory.

Glock makes some amazingly 
compact large-bore pistols 
including the powerful G30 
Gen4 in .45 ACP. 


The Glock 27 is the .40-caliber version 
of the G26, and holds nine of those potent 
rounds in its short “concealment” maga- 
zine and a 10th in its firing chamber. It will 
accept the magazines of larger Glock .40s, 
including the 1 3-round Glock 23 mag and the 
15-round full-size versions that come with 
America’s most popular police service pistol, 
the Glock 22, and the longer-barreled Glock 
35 and Glock 24 pistols. 

The Glock 33 takes nine powerful .357 
rounds in its short magazine and one more 
in the firing chamber. It will accept the 
13-round Glock 32 mag and the full-size 
15-rounder from the Glock 31 service pistol. 
My 125-grain duty loads chronograph an im- 
pressive 1 ,340 fps from its 3.42-inch barrel. 

The Glock 39 varies from the other “baby 
Glocks” slightly in that while it shares the 
same small frame, its slide is just a little bit 
wider. This is because it’s chambered for a 
powerful large-bore cartridge, the .45 GAP 
(Glock Auto Pistol). The G39 is fully loaded 
with a six-round concealment mag, but will 
take the eight-round magazine of the com- 
pact Glock 38 and the 10-rounder designed 
for the full-size Glock 37. 

Subcompact Power 

The late 1990s saw Glock shorten its 
large-frame pistols at the front and butt, 
and fit them with the double captive recoil 


springs so well proven in the “baby Glocks.” 
In doing so, a new genre of handguns was 
born. These slimmed-down powerhouses 
had lost enough bulk for Glock to be com- 
fortable describing them as subcompacts. 

A great example of this is the Glock 
30, a compact .45 ACP with a capacity of 
10 rounds in the mag and an 11th in the 
chamber. It works with the 13-round mags 
of its service-size companion gun, the 
Glock 21. Virtually since its introduction, 
the G30 was found to be extraordinarily 
accurate, not just for its size but even in di- 
rect comparison with larger pistols intend- 
ed for exposed wear by uniformed person- 
nel. In 2013, Glock introduced the G30S, a 
hybrid pistol combining the G30 SF frame 
with the slimmer slide of the G36. It has a 
10-1-1 capacity and still delivers good ac- 
curacy and controllable recoil. 

Slim Line CCW 

Most Glock subcompacts, like all 
Glock service and target models, are 
designed for maximum capacity and 
have double-stack magazines that widen 
the grip frame. Glock has listened to cus- 
tomers who wanted slimmer profiles for 
better concealment and grip frames with 
smaller circumferences. The latter feature 
is important to those with small hands and 
also reduces the trigger reach dimension. 


making the pistol handle better for most 
people with short fingers and even for 
many with larger hands. 

Glock’s response has been two slim 
pistols with narrower, lower-capacity 
magazines (necessitated by the narrower 
frames). The first of these high-powered 
pistols was the Glock 36, which carries a 
6-1-1 payload of .45 ACP cartridges. 

The other Slim Line Glock, introduced 
in early 2014, is the Glock 42. Again, the 
capacity is 6-i-1 rounds, but in the G42, 
the chambering is for the compact .380 
ACP round. The gun’s locked-breech de- 
sign, compared to the simple blowback 
mechanism so common with other .380s, 
combines with the cartridge’s own power 
level and the signature double captive recoil 
spring of Glock subcompacts to deliver ex- 
tremely soft recoil. At 0.94 inches wide and 
weighing 13.76 ounces unloaded, the G42 
has comfort and concealment factors that 
will appeal to any pistol packer. The negligi- 
ble “kick” will likely prove to seal the deal for 
recoil-sensitive shooters. The G42 also has 
the shortest trigger reach of all Glock pistols. 

Choice is good. The wide range of con- 
cealable subcompacts offered by Glock is 
one reason why most gun shops will tell 
you that this brand is their dominant seller.

A lightweight .380 AGP pocket protector 
ready to ride stealthily anytime, anywhere!

THE SIG SAUER P29Q made its 

debut in 2011. A doubie-action-only 
(DAO) 9mm, this pistoi was for those 
who wanted a reiiabie backup gun with 
a revoiver’s trigger puii but in a much 
siimmer, more conceaiabie package. 

An enhanced version, the P290RS, soon took its 
place in 201 2. The new .380 ACP variant of the 
P290RS comes in four versions that differ with 
respect to slide finish, frame color, grip inserts 
and the inclusion of an integrated laser mounted 
beneath the dust cover. The laser can be easily 
added to any variant. 

The “RS” in P290RS stands for “Re-Strike,” 
which refers to the trigger mechanism. The original 
P290 had a DA trigger that would only reset when 
the slide moved rearward after firing. That trig- 
ger still was DAO, but it only allowed the hammer 
a single strike. The RS design works like a DAO 
revolver, making dry-fire practice much easier. The 
other improvements from the P290 are the subtly 
reshaped grip that fits far better in the hand, the 
reshaped slide-stop lever and magazine catch, and 
a finger groove added to the magazine’s baseplate. 
All of these make the RS model superior to its pre- 
decessor in my opinion. This pistol also works well 
for left-handed shooters: the slide lock is easily 
activated despite being designed for right-handed 
shooters and the magazine release is reversible. 

The P290RS comes with two magazines: a 
flush-fit mag that holds six rounds and an ex- 


tended version that holds eight. The extended 
magazine has a polymer grip extender with the 
same spider-web texture used on the grips. The 
pistol comes with a fitted, polymer, right-hand 
paddle holster with a slight forward cant. 

The P290RS has a trigger pull specification 
of 9 pounds and my sample 
broke at 9.2 pounds using a 
Lyman electronic trigger 
gauge. The reset has 
the same starting point 
as a DA revolver’s. 

Travel length is 0.84 
inches and the 
trigger shoe has a 
smooth, curved face. 

The P290RS is 5.5 inch- 
es long, 3.9 inches high 
with the standard magazine 
and 1.3 high wide. Like all Sig 
Sauer pistols, the P290RS has 
a firing-pin block that only releases 
when the trigger is depressed, mak- 
ing it safe to carry in a proper holster 
with a round in the chamber. 

Range Report 

Accuracy testing was done at 7 yards using 
loads from Winchester, Federal and Black Hills. All 
loads shot very consistently and under 1 .75 inches. 
The Winchester load seemed to perform best, 
with a best group of 0.65 inches and an average 
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Sig’s new P290RS features an 
advanced “Re-Strike” trigger as 
well as a reshaped grip frame, slide 
stop and magazine reiease button. 
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Note the P290RS’ beveled stainless slide (left), textured grip, finger-rest magazine (center), SigLite night sights and rear slide serrations (right). 


of 1 inches. This test only shows the 
P290RS pistol’s mechanical accuracy and 
ammunition consistency. 

All five shots from all loads printed togeth- 
er on the target, and the sights were perfectly 
regulated, with shots landing exactly on the 
point of aim. That’s a huge plus for fixed- 
sight pistols where drifting sights mounted 
in dovetails usually requires a costly adjust- 
ment tool and lots of patience to zero. 

For handguns made solely for self- 
defense like the P290RS, mechanical ac- 


curacy takes a back seat to practical ac- 
curacy, or how a pistol performs once the 
shooting starts. The more relevant test is to 
show the practical accuracy of the P290RS 
when firing it off-hand and at speed. Here, 
practical accuracy is heavily influenced by 
ergonomics, sights, the trigger and shooter 
skill. Firing with a two-handed grip unsup- 
ported at 7 yards, five shots could be fired 
into a group of 2.5 inches or less within five 
seconds using the short magazine. This 
pistol is too small for a three-finger grip with 


the standard six-round magazine, but using 
the eight-round version with a grip adapter 
allows a full-hand grip and improves han- 
dling significantly. 

Shooting a DAO defensive pistol is all 
about working the trigger in a manner that 
deflects the sights minimally. With a small 
pistol like the P290RS, adapting both your 
grip and trigger technique are necessary. 
For defensive shooting, you will need to 
make a relatively quick, continuous trigger 
press straight to the rear when rapid shoot-

ing is required. However, if time is on your 
side, the mechanics of the P290RS make a 
staged trigger press quite easy for an ac- 
curate, precision shot. Staging the trigger is 
possible because it has a predictable let-off 
at the end of its movement. This allows the 
trigger to be pressed nearly completely, thus 
holding the hammer near its release point 
while you make your final sight alignment 
before a gentle, final press. 

Be mindful that staging the trigger in this 
manner is a practiced skill, and unlikely to 
be needed for the defensive uses to which 
this pistol is intended. Learn this technique 
only for exceptional use, because develop- 
ing a good primary game that you use in- 
stinctively when needed — delivering two 
rapid hits on target — matters more. 

Final Shots 

The P290RS has a smooth trigger stroke 
that, at 9 pounds, is the middle of the road 
for a DA pull in my experience. For quick, 
accurate shooting, both the trigger press 
and trigger release matter greatly because 
rapidly recovering your sights is necessary 
for accurate follow-up shots. With proper 
dry-fire practice concentrating on grip, trig- 
ger finger placement and, above all, trigger 
finger movement, rapid DA shooting is ob- 
tainable with the P290RS. Just watch the 
sights to coach yourself to make it happen.

Walther’s reputation for 
building quality concealed- 
carry pistols began with the 
company’s first pocket pistol, 
which was introduced at the 
turn of the 20th century. 

Now well into the 21 st century, Walther is still 
at the top of its game producing accurate, safe 
and reliable pistols that give those who carry 
concealed a sense of comfort and security. 

The PPS (Police Pistol Slim) is bred for 
concealability without compromising on cali- 
ber. Although it is the size of most .380 AGP 
pistols on the market today, it is chambered 
in either 9mm or .40 S&W, which are seri- 
ous calibers normally reserved for full-sized 
pistols. Not only compact, the PPS is also 


slim — noticeably slim — with a slide width 
that measures less than an inch thick. 

The exterior is smooth and snag free. 
The slide stop, magazine release and take- 
down lever are inset into the frame and flow 
seamlessly with the lines of the pistol, af- 
fording the user fast retrieval when needed. 
The rear slide serrations offer a good grip 
when racking the slide, an advantage when 
operating a small pistol. At the rear of the 
slide is a cocking indicator that protrudes 
from the rear of the slide to give a user both 
tactile and visible status of the pistol. On 
top are rugged three-dot sights. 

The ergonomic polymer frame comes 
with two backstrap sizes, small and large, 
that allow the grip to be adjusted to fit a 


user’s hand size. With the backstop removed, 
the PPS is unable to fire. 

The striker-fired pistol’s trigger uses a 
blade safety that requires the trigger to be 
fully pressed to fire the weapon. Trigger 
pull is about 6 pounds. The ambidextrous 
magazine releases is built into the rear 
of the triggerguard, and it’s been slightly 
extended and serrated for ease of use. 

The PPS feeds off single-stack magazines 
available in three sizes — small, medium 
and large. The small six-round 9mm or 
five-round .40 S&W magazines fit flush 
with the butt. The medium and large sizes 
add extra rounds and extra overall height. 

The new CCP (Concealed Carry Pistol) 
was designed specifically for just that. 
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The Walther PPS is a cutting- 
edge design with a slim profile 
and ergonomics to take your CCW 
capabilities to the next level.

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Rounded edges allow the CCP to be fast 
into action, and the ergonomic grip makes it 
a natural pointer. Unique with the CCP is the 
gas-delayed blowback system that uses gas 
from a fired round to slow down and delay 
the rearward motion of the slide. What this 
means is the CCP is a soft-recoiling pistol 
with less muzzle flip, which can translate 
into more rounds on target in rapid fire. This 
system also allows for the use of a lighter 
recoil spring assembly, making the slide 
easier to manipulate. An easily racked slide 
on a small pistol is a plus since small pistols 
have less surface area to grab onto, making 
some difficult to operate. The sights are of 
the three-dot variety. A manual thumb safety 
and internal firing pin safety are built in for 


added safety. The magazine release 
can be reversed to suit either right- or left- 
handed shooters. The single-stack magazine 
holds eight 9mm cartridges and the floor- 
plate has a built-in finger rest. With an 8-i-1 
capacity and a carry weight of just over 22 
ounces, the CCP is a very concealable and 
user-friendly pistol. 

The PK380 is a more traditional pocket 
pistol in the sense that it uses a double- 
action/single-action (DA/SA) trigger with an 
exposed hammer and a manual thumb safety 
that blocks the hammer. Those traditional 
features, however, are built into a polymer 
frame and an aggressively contoured steel 
slide to create a pistol that’s ergonomic, 
lightweight and which naturally fits your hand.

Ultra RCP II [LG) 

The Ultra RCP II (LG) is the smallest and lightest pistol of its 
kind that Kimber has made. This is a single-action (SA) pistol 
chambered in .45 ACP and loaded with innovative features for 
defensive use. The entire pistol has been “dehorned,” meaning 
that all of the sharp edges have been smoothed and rounded, 
giving it a distinctive “melted” look. This process makes the pistol 
much smoother and faster on the draw. 

Most 1911s have big sights befitting a big pistol, but not so 
on the Ultra RCP II (LG). Instead, the sights are virtually non- 
existent — unless you are looking at them from the shooter’s 
perspective.

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you on target, and for low-light conditions 
the gun also comes standard with Crimson 
Trace Lasergrips.

Micro Carry 

As the name implies, the Kimber Micro 
Carry is a small pocket pistol. Very simi- 
lar to a standard 1911, this is also an SA, 
semi-automatic handgun. However, several 
differences are apparent, most notably the

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of the small J-Frame Smith & Wesson revolvers, so 
when I discovered this new Model 442 variant I had to 
check it out. It is different from your standard Model 442 in a couple of ways. First off, it’s called the Model 442 Moon Clip. The 
full-moon clip, or moon clip for short, has been very popular with competitive revolver shooters, as it makes for a quick re- 
load. It’s not as bulky as a speedloader for carrying extra ammunition and has no working parts to malfunction or break. 
S&W mated this moon-clip concept with a Model 442-1 in .38 Special -i-P. The back portion of the cylinder was 
machined out to give some extra room for the thin stainless steel clip that holds five cartridges. They are held 
in place using the extraction groove located just ahead of the rim on the cartridge. A plus is the fact that the 
revolver will still work with loose rounds and can be reloaded using one of the more conventional devices if 
desired, with no adverse effect on function or accuracy. 

The revolver itself has a 1 .88-inch barrel with five-groove, right-hand-twist rifling. It will take any 
modern .38 Special load, from mid-range wadcutter target ammo up to +P JHP cartridges that are 
optimal for defense use. It has a double-action (DA) firing mechanism, but due to its internal ham- 
mer, it cannot be manually cocked. Its 0.12-inch-wide, ramp-type front sight is serrated to re- 
duce glare and sits atop a narrow barrel rib. The fixed rear sight consists of a square notch 
machined into the rear of the topstrap with a channel running out almost to the barrel. 
The aluminum alloy frame gives it an empty weight of 15 ounces, and it has 
an overall length of 6.31 inches and a height of 4.24 inches. It has a round- 
butt grip frame and black, two-piece rubber grips with finger grooves and 
stippled panels. The finish is a business-like matte black except for the 
extractor star and the color-casehardened trigger. 

Range Time 

At the range I started by setting up my Oehler Model 35P 
chronograph to get some velocity measurements from the short- 
barreled Model 442 Moon Clip so as to compare them with 
factory specifications. Factory muzzle velocity specifica- 
tions for the Federal NyClad are stated as 830 feet 
per second (fps), while the Speer cartridge lists 
860 fps, and the Winchester round shows a 
908 fps listing. You can see the velocity 
figures I obtained in the accom- 
panying table. Two were 
lower and one was actu- 
ally higher, but all in all 
t I was pretty impressed, 
considering the little re- 
volver’s sub-2-inch barrel 
’and barrel-cylinder gap. 

* * I tested the revolver’s accu- 
racy from a bench using a sand- 
bag rest at 7 yards, owing to the 
short sight radius and DAO trig- 
gerrThe 1.88-inch barrel is inher- 
ently as accurate as a longer barrel, 
but the reduced sight radius and small

accurately fire this type of handgun. That be- 
ing said, the Model 442 was quite accurate, 
with one particular five-shot group having 
four hits in a cluster that measured 0.63 inch- 
es until a flyer opened it up to 2.27 inches. 
The best five-shot group was produced with 
the Federal NyClad load, clustering into 1 .98 
inches. No groups were over 3 inches. 

For the combat shooting exercise, I load- 
ed up my moon clips, a speedloader and a 
quick-strip with a Federal 130-grain FMJ load 
and set up a silhouette target at 15 yards. I 
modified the combat qualification course 
I usually use during tests for the reduced 
ammo capacity of the Model 442. Shooting 
was done using a point-shoulder stance us- 
ing only the strong and then support hand at 
3 yards, then back to 7 yards, where I drew 
and fired two double-taps. Then, on the fifth 
shot, I did a combat reload with a moon clip 
and fired once more. For the last four shots, 
I fired three into center-mass and one to the 
head. Backing up to 1 5 yards, I fired from be- 
hind a barricade: two shots standing on the 
left side, two standing from the right side and 
one kneeling on the right side, for 25 rounds. 
In short, the J-Frame was up to the task. 

Were I in the market today for a small 
revolver, the Smith & Wesson Model 442 
Moon Clip would be on a very short list for 
consideration. Couple it with a short-barrel 
.38 Special load and you will have a win- 
ning combination.

The Diamondback Firearms Company of Cocoa, 
Florida, offers a line of subcompact .380 ACP pistols 
that would be very suitable for concealed carry by 
licensed civilians and police officers who need a 
small, lightweight, concealable pistol for backup or 

off-duty carry — the Diamondback DB380 series. 

The DB380 uses a glass-reinforced polymer frame, which means 
the pistol tips the scales at a mere 8.8 ounces and is only 0.75 
inches wide. The slide is machined from 4140 
steel and has a matte blue finish that protects 
it from wear and environmental extremes, 
while a generously sized ejection port and 
large extractor ensure that fired cases get out 
of the way reliably. The slide reciprocates on 
four chrome-moly steel rails, two on the cam 
block and a pair on the rear frame rail. The 
magazine catch and trigger are also con- 
structed from chrome-moly steel and have a 
black-oxide finish, while the other parts of the 
trigger mechanism are Melonite-treated for 
increased durability. 

While in the past most .380 ACP pistols 
were blowback designs, the DB380 uses a 
variation of the Browning locking system in 
which the hood of the barrel chamber moves 
up into (and bears against) the front edge of 
the ejection port. Using a locked breech allows 
the pistol to be lighter in weight and helps re- 
duce the felt recoil. The latter is also softened 
somewhat by the polymer frame flexing some 
of the recoil pulse. In keeping with its intended 
role in life as a close-range, defensive hand- 
gun, the DB380 uses a double-action-only 


(DAO) trigger, which Diamondback refers to as the “Zero-Energy” 
striker firing system. Unlike many of this breed of pistols, the action 
of the slide does not partially cock, or pre-load, the striker. Instead, 
when the trigger is pulled, dual trigger bars retract the striker com- 
pletely before tripping the sear to release it and fire a cartridge. 

The pistol’s six-round magazine has a finger-rest baseplate that 
allows a two-finger grip on the little pistol, which improves handling 
and recoil control to a marked degree. The magazine release is 
located in the “proper” position (I really dislike those heel-mounted 

magazine releases!) although the maga- 
zine did not fall free when the release was 
depressed. But considering the pistol’s role 
in life, I don’t really see this as problematic. 

The only controls are the magazine 
release and trigger, and the former projects 
only slightly from the frame. This gives the 
pistol a smooth, snag-free exterior that will 
not hang up when drawn from concealment, 
exactly what you want on a pistol that is go- 
ing to be carried concealed. 

The shape of the grip, with its moderate 
tang, allows the shooter to get a high grip 
that places the hand close in line with the 
barrel axis. Combined with the impressed 
texturing on front- and backstraps, the 
shooter can get a secure purchase, which 
helps when it comes to recoil control and 
faster follow-up shots. 

Range Time 

In testing the Diamondback DB380, 1 
found it had a chunky, squared-off profile, 
but I was impressed right away by its excel- 
lent ergonomics. The grip fit my hand nicely

and the pistol pointed very 
naturally, a feature that I believe can 
be vitally important in a handgun used for 
close-range personal protection. 

I assembled a variety of .380 ACP 
ammo from Remington, Black Hills and 
Hornady, and headed out to the range 
accompanied by my fiance and photog- 
rapher, Becky. While I feel that trying to 
shoot little groups on a bullseye target 
with this class of pistol can often be 
an exercise in futility, out of curiosity I 
fired at three targets with each brand 
of ammo from an MTM K-Zone rest at 
10 yards — and was completely flummoxed. 

Despite its small size and tiny sights, with ammo it The striker-fired 

liked (in this case Black Hills 100-grain FMJ), it printed Diamondback 

sub-2-inch groups just a bit high and right of point of aim. j-Qiinds of 380 ACP 
The other groups ran from just over 2 to 2.75 inches, ammo in a tank- 
which I consider a very creditable performance from a package, 

subcompact pistol. Early on, I experienced two misfires 
with the Hornady ammo, but each round went off with a second 
strike. After that the DB380 ate up everything I stuffed into the 
magazine and spat out the empty cases with boring regularity. 

I then got down to the “real” test. Firing consisted of running a 
series of off-hand drills on a combat target at distances of 5 and 
7 yards. Not having a holster, I began each drill holding the pistol 
in the “low ready” position. Once again, the DB380’s performance 
exceeded expectations, and all but one shot (a called flyer) 
ended up in a pleasingly tight pattern in the center of the target. 

I found Diamondback’s DB380 to be a fine little performer 
and would not hesitate to use it for everyday concealed carry.

B eretta has been in the 

business of satisfying the 
demands of miiitary and 
civiiian firearms custom- 
ers for aimost 500 years. 
That is a long time for a family-owned 
business, or any other business for that 
matter. Firearms design has certainly 
changed over the years, and Beretta 
has not only kept up but also been a 
leader in innovation. It was hardly a 
surprise when Beretta won what may be 
considered the most coveted handgun 
purchasing contract in the world. In 
1985, the United States military selected 
the Beretta 92 as its official sidearm, 
renaming it the M9 and replacing the 
venerable .45-caliber Model 1911. 

While military contracts have played 
a significant role in Beretta’s history, it 
has also been very much involved in the 
civilian market and made several small 
pocket pistols over the years. Today, 
the company caters 
to the needs of its 
concealed-carry 
customers with truly 
innovative designs 
using the latest in tech- 
nological advancements 
and modern materials. 

Pico Protection 

In English, a “pico” is a math- 
ematical term for “one-trillionth.” In other 
words, something very, very small. It is 
hardly surprising that Beretta chose this 


name for its new pocket pistol. Despite 
the Pico’s extremely diminutive size, it is 
no mouse gun and is chambered for the 
.380 AGP cartridge. It is also loaded with 
extra features one would not expect to 
find in so small a package. 

This double-action-only (DAO), 
hammer-fired pistol offers a six-round 
magazine and a lightweight polymer 
frame. At less than 1 1 .5 ounces, it is 
among the lightest pocket pistols you 
can buy. With an overall width of 0.72 
inches, it is the thinnest pocket pistol 
available, and in-the-pocket width 
counts for a lot in terms of both 
comfort and concealability. 

Beretta put a lot of 
thought into the 
gun’s design, 
and it fea 
tures 


adjustable and easily changeable 
three-dot sights (night sights are also an 
option), a functional slide release/lock 
and an ambidextrous magazine release. 
Most notable, however, is the modular 
design of the pistol, which allows the 
user to easily disassemble it and swap 
out barrels to convert the gun from a 
.380 to a .32 if so desired. 

The serialized chassis allows the user 
to remove the polymer frame and swap it 
out for one with a different color, one with 
an integral laser unit or an integral tactical 
light. Fit and finish on the 
samples I handled were 
^ 5 ;^ excellent, and the 
■ gun has a 
smooth snag- 
free design 
so that it can be 
easily drawn from 
a pants or coat 
pocket. 




The Beretta PX4 STORM 
SUBCOMPACT... leaves nothing behind in 
terms of features and performance. 33 
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The crisp trigger features a 10-pound 
pull. While nny test model featured a stain- 
less trigger, current Pices have black trig- 
gers. The barrel mechanism has a minimal 
tilt design to improve reliability and help 
reduce recoil.

-hP hollow-point ammunition to feed more 
reliably. When the action is pulled back, the 
tilt in the barrel is, in fact, barely noticeable. 

The Pico also stands out in that it ships 
in a carry case with two magazines, one of 
which has a finger grip extension for easier 
shooting and an improved hold. All of this 
plus the Beretta name and reputation for 
quality is available at a very reasonable cost. 

Nano Defense 

Pocket pistols are most often thought of 
as underpowered, but that does not have 
to be the case, especially when it comes to

Bill Wilson started out in the 
family business as a jeweler, 
spending his time working 
on precision timepieces 
and doing competitive 
shooting on the side. 

In 1977 he started Wilson Combat in 
Berryville, Arkansas, manufacturing 
almost by hand top-of-the-line, 
custom 1911 pistols. 

The smallest 191 1 pistols Wilson 
Combat makes are its Sentinel series 
subcompacts, with frames half an 


inch shorter than a standard compact 
191 1 and 3.6-inch barrels. The most 
interesting version here is the Super 
Sentinel, chambered in the high-ve- 
locity .38 Super cartridge. The smaller 
diameter of the cartridge allows the 
loading of eight rounds in a single- 
stack magazine despite the pistol’s 
compact dimensions. And, the .38 Su- 
per performs like a .357 Magnum while 
generating substantially less recoil. 

The Super Sentinel weighs just 
a tad over 25 ounces (un-loaded) 
thanks to its aluminum frame, and 


has an overall length of 7.2 inches, 
or 1 .5 inches shorter than a full-sized 
1 91 1 . It is also only 4.8 inches tall, or 
almost a full inch shorter that a standard 
1911. The frontstrap features high-cut 
checkering that provides an excellent 
grip surface, especially when combined 
with the G10 slim grips, which feature 
fan-shaped cuts and the distinctive 
Wilson Combat medallion/logo. 

Wilson has also added its own 
machined high-ride Bullet Proof 
beavertail grip safety and Bullet Proof 
thumb safety designed specifically for 
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Wilson Combat doesn’t just make 
full-sized 1911 pistols. The Super 
Sentinel is a powerful compact 
pistol chambered in .38 Super.

comfort and speed in competition or 
concealed carry. The 3.6-inch, stain- 
less steel, heavy match-grade barrel 
features a tapered cone shape that 
dispenses with the usual bush- 
ing.

Wilson Combat has also added combat 
sights to the pistol, which include a fiber-op- 
tic front sight for maximum visibility and fast 
target acquisition even in low-light situations. 
The contoured magazine well also aids in 
faster reloads. The single-stage trigger has 
been fine-tuned to provide a consistent 3.5 to 
3.75 pounds of resistance and an extremely 
crisp break. Taken all together, it is not sur- 
prising that the Wilson Combat Super Senti- 
nel comes with an ironclad accuracy guaran- 
tee of 1 .5 inches at 25 yards. 

Undercover 1911s 

Wilson Combat designed the Ms. Sentinel 
in response to requests for specific features 
from female shooters, especially in regards 
to improving comfort and concealability. In 
addition to the many features of the Sentinel 
line, the Ms. Sentinel is chambered in 9mm 
to provide a good defensive load with mini- 
mal recoil. It features a lightweight subcom- 
pact aluminum frame with a round butt that 
helps prevent printing against clothing. The 



beavertail grip safety and Commander-style 
hammer have been modified for improved 
concealment. The magazine release has 
been shortened and rounded for more reli- 
able operation, especially with off-body carry 
options such as in a purse or day planner. 

Carry cuts at the front of the short slide 
make reholstering easier and allow for 
greater manipulation of the slide without 
the need for front slide serrations. The short 
trigger design is specifically intended for 
use by those with smaller hands. The coun- 
tersunk slide stop ensures that the pistol 
stays in action with no unintentional pres- 
sure pushing the slide stop out. 


A compact and reliable 1911 is admirable, 
but making it lightweight for concealed-carry 
comfort is even better. This was the think- 
ing behind the Ultralight Carry Sentinels, to 
make the smallest and lightest combat 191 1 
possible chambered in the proven 9mm car- 
tridge with 8-h1 capacity. This pistol features a 
super-short, aluminum, round-butt frame and 
an aluminum mainspring housing. The heavy 
machine chamfering on the bottom of the 
slide increases user comfort, especially with 
a high thumb grip. The slide stop has been 
shortened and countersunk with a chamfered 
frame hole for ease of disassembly while pro- 
tecting the gun from unintentional slide stop. 
The top of the slide has been serrated with 
a 30-lines-per-inch (LPI) pattern and the rear 
of the slide has 40-LPI serrations. Together, 
these effectively cut glare in bright light and 
aid in faster target acquisition. 

The Wilson Combat Compact line adds 
a bit in length, with a 4-inch, stainless steel, 
match-grade barrel, but a lot in features for 
concealed-carry handguns. The Compact 
line’s most distinct feature is the bi-direction- 
al X-TAC checkering on the slide and front- 
strap, as well as on the mainspring housing. 
This design, combined with the G10 star- 
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burst grips, offers improved grip and durabil- 
ity, especially in inclement conditions, while 
protecting the shooter’s hand from the overly 
sharp checkering found on some other pis- 
tols. The Wilson Battlesights are standard 
and include a wide U-shaped notch at the 
rear and a fiber-optic front sight for fast tar- 
get acquisition. The X-TAC also features a 
rounded butt frame for less printing and more 
comfort against the body as well as a con- 
toured magazine well for faster reloads. It is 
available in .45 ACP with a 7 +^ capacity or 
9mm with an 8-h1 capacity. 

For many gun owners there is a great 
deal of advantage in having a pistol that 
can serve double duty as both an ideal con- 
cealed-carry gun and a home defense hand- 
gun. The Wilson Combat CQB Lightweight 


Light Rail Compact is one pistol that does 
both extremely well. Using an aluminum 
frame, the gun stays lightweight for comfort- 
able all-day carry. The frame also includes 
an integrated accessory rail at the dustcover 
for the use of lights and lasers, making it 
handy for low-light conditions and home de- 
fense. The pistol is available in .45 ACP with 
a seven-round magazine or 9mm/.38 Super 
with an eight-round mag, and includes the 
same standard features as other Wilson 
Combat guns such as a rounded butt, con- 
toured mag well, beavertail grip safety, G10 
grips and fiber-optic front sight.

Bond Arms of Gran bury, Texas, 
is a well-known and respected 
manufacturer of modern 
derringers. With the Reming- 
ton 95 derringer as a starting 
point. Bond Arms updated the 
basic design using modern 

materials and machining. 

Barrels and frannes for the company’s 
stable use nothing but high-quality stain- 
less steel. Bond Arms also added modern 
safety features — rebounding hammers, 
rebounding firing pins, push-button cross- 
bolt safeties and a locking mechanism for 
the barrel-opening lever during fire. 

Bond Arms’ derringer models provide 
offerings with or without triggerguards, in 
a number of barrel lengths (2.5 to 4.25 


inches) and in more chamberings than 
most of us could imagine. Grips can be 
polymer, buffalo horn, rubber or a number 
of attractive wood models. 

I recently had an opportunity to try 
out one of the newer Bond offerings, the 
Backup, for myself. The sights on the com- 
pact handgun consist of a fixed-blade front 
sight and a rear notch in the barrel’s inte- 
gral hinge wing. Bond Arms’ slightly tacky, 
bird’s-head design rubber grips, which 
provide a two-finger hold, rode the frame. 

My Backup had two barrel pairs cham- 
bered in .45 AGP and 9mm, and lacked the 
shell ejectors used with rimmed cartridges. 
The notched chamber opening is a square 
cut into the barrel’s left side that encom- 
passes about 0.31 inches of both chambers. 
Fingernails are able to slip through the 
notch and pry the empty cases out. 


It was immediately obvious the Backup 
differed some from other Bond Arms pistols. 
Gone is the highly polished stainless steel 
barrel and frame, which have been replaced 
by a bead-blasted, matte-finished, 2.5-inch, 
stainless barrel and a black crinkle-powder- 
coated frame (2.5-inch .40 barrels are also 
available). Both changes were made to 
enhance the Backup’s concealability. The 
hammer, trigger, triggerguard, cross-bolt 
safety and lock lever were all bead blasted, 
which, along with the barrel, make for an at- 
tractive contrast to the black crinkle-powder- 
coated frame. A polished rectangle on the 
frame contains the serial number. 

Range Report 

Shooting almost any handgun or rifle is 
fun to me. Because of prior experience with 
Bond Arms’ wares, I had an idea of what to 
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Bond Arms’ new, highly 
concealable Backup offers a 
reliable one-two punch In 9mm or

expect with this diminutive pistol spit- 
ting 9mm and .45 ACP bullets. I couldn’t 
see the benefit of .45 ACP -i-P in the 
Backup, adding recoil for what I felt would 
be little benefit. Also it seems Bond Arms 
discourages .45 ACP -i-P ammunition. 

With that in mind, I took nothing but 
standard-pressure loads with me to wring 
out the Bond Arms Backup. These two 
loads used lighter bullets to reduce recoil 
in the 19-ounce pistol. I tossed in a third 
load of 230-grain jacketed hollow points 
(JHP) because I wanted to see if the recoil 
increased. After all, in a situation where you 
have to shoot to stop a determined attacker 
right on top of you, less muzzle flip equates 
to a faster second shot. 

The 9mm loads were kept to standard- 
pressure configurations for the same 
reasons, although Bond Arms approves 


its 9mm barrels for -i-P ammo. Recoil was 
slightly less than the .45 ACP, allowing for a 
quicker recovery. 

Accuracy was more than adequate, with 
five-shot averages falling into groups be- 
tween 2.63 and 3.99 inches for both calibers. 
I used only the upper barrel in the accuracy 
and velocity testing, to reduce variables. 

Targets were set at varying distances 
out to 7 yards, and the Backup (in either 
caliber) and I were capable of keeping all 
shots in the IDPA target’s center. That’s 
not bad while bobbing around and shoot- 
ing two rounds and reloading from a Tuff 
Strip! Empty cases slipped from the 
chambers with scarcely more than a fin- 
gernail touch, but reloads took quite 
a bit of time. Recoil was no surprise. 

I spent some time carrying the Backup 
in several different places, paying attention 


to its ease of draw and how easily it con- 
cealed. I was pleased with the results, just 
as I was drawing from the excellent, well- 
thought-out holsters Bond Arms supplied. 

Reducing the barrel length and chang- 
ing the Backup’s exterior were excellent 
decisions. The less-reflective finish is a 
nice touch and really dresses up the pistol. 
Bobbing the barrels lets the Backup fit into 
more shallow pockets. 

Does the Backup qualify as a backup 
pistol? It’s reliable, chambered for .45 
ACP or 9mm, accurate (for its class) and 
surprisingly easy into action. It’s also small 
enough to fit just about anywhere, and a 
good assortment of leather is available 
to holster it. So, yes, I believe the Backup 
qualifies as a backup pistol quite well! For 
more information, visit bondarms.com or 
call 817-573-4445.

Pocket carry, specifically 
pants pocket carry, offers 
many significant advantag- 
es over carrying a pistol in a 
conventional belt or inside- 
the-waistband (IWB) holster. 


These include convenience, simplicity, 
universality and excellent concealment 
without the need for a cover garment or 
even an untucked shirt. Because of these 
advantages, it should come as no surprise 
that some of the greatest gun experts in 
history were staunch advocates of pocket 
carry. J.H. FitzGerald, author of the classic 
book Shooting, carried that way almost 
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exclusively, and actually had special leather 
holsters built into the front pockets of his 
trousers to support this tactic. 

While pocket carry remains an extremely 
popular and viable option, fashion has 
changed considerably since the days of J.H. 
FitzGerald. The heavy, loose-fitting trousers 
that were the fashion standard back then 
have given way to tighter-fitting styles made 
from lighter materials. Many pants styles 
today offer neither the support nor the con- 
cealment of classic old-school trousers. 

One way of working around this is to 
change your wardrobe to focus on pants 
styles that offer larger pockets and a 
looser fit — like Dockers, cargo pants and 
modern “tactical” pants. Unfortunately, 
guns carried in cargo pockets move a lot 
and have a tendency to bump into things 
when you walk. They also ride lower and 
are somewhat harder to draw from than 
hip-level pockets. While many brands of 
tactical pants feature pockets specifically 
designed to facilitate pocket carry, they are 
sometimes less discreet than normal pants 
and can be as much of a tell as “shoot me 
first” photographer’s vests. 

Even if the front pockets of your pants 
are up to the task of accommodating the 
carry of a pistol, tucking a gun there has 
a few serious disadvantages. First and 
foremost, front-pocket carry makes for a 
very slow draw — particularly if you have 
large hands, a substantial pistol or both. The 
act of getting your whole mitt in the pocket, 
achieving a firing grip and then pulling the 
combined unit out can be a serious chal- 
lenge. While flattening your grip and putting 
your thumb over the top of the pistol can 
help, the process is still a slow one. 

If drawing from a front pocket is tough, 
integrating that draw with any type of tactical 
movement is even tougher. When you move, 
your hip flexes and the path of your draw 
stroke now goes directly into your pelvis and 
your hand and gun are trapped in your pocket. 


Legendary Lessons 


One of the most unique guns in my 
collection is a classic .25 AGP Seecamp 
that was one of several “back pocket” guns 
of the legendary Col. Rex Applegate. Long 
before the current concealed-carry move- 
ment, “The Colonel” had forgotten more 
about the nuances of packing well-hidden 
handguns than most of us will ever know. 
One of his favorite methods of ensuring 
that he was always armed was to simply 
drop a .32- or .25-caliber Seecamp in his 
back pocket. Carrying there was comfort- 
able, kept the gun easily accessible and 
turned a natural reach for one’s wallet 
into a wonderfully crafty draw stroke. 





Recently, I pulled the Colonel’s See- 
camp out of the safe to shoot a few rounds 
in his memory. The hairline cracks in the 
grip panels — clear evidence of years of 
back-pocket carry — inspired me to give his 
preferred carry method a try Having carried 
a folding knife in my right back pocket since 
high school, the presence of a weapon 
there was nothing new. After a few practice 
draws I was hooked and my back-pocket 
knife has now been replaced with a Kahr 
CW380 in a DeSantis pocket holster. 


Versatile Draws 


Back-pocket carry offers many advan- 
tages — especially when the pocket pistol is 
carried in “patch-style” pockets like those 
found on jeans. With a suitable pocket 
holster, this method of carry is extremely 
comfortable and very compatible with a 
broad range of clothing styles. When set up 
for a dominant-hand draw, it also displaces 
a man’s wallet and creates an ideal ruse to 
go for your gun. Remember, however, that 
you must always maintain positive control 
over the gun no matter where you carry. 

Drawing from this position is easier and 
smoother than a front-pocket draw because 
the body part under the pocket is convex. 
This makes static draws a snap and makes 
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A DeSantis pocket holster keeps this Kahr

the gun readily accessible when moving, 
kneeling or crouching behind cover. 

Back-pocket carry is also advantageous 
during contact-distance encounters and 
fights that go to the ground. Getting your 
gun into the fight during these dynamic 
struggles typically requires achieving some 
degree of control with your non-dominant 
hand while executing a one-handed draw 
with the other. Back-pocket carry supports 
this almost as well as conventional belt 


holsters, and in some cases even better. 

The secret to a smooth, reliable back- 
pocket draw is having a solid platform for 
the gun. A pocket made of strong fabric, 
in good condition and supported by a 
sturdy belt works best. 

A high-quality pocket holster is also a 
must because it protects the gun and trig- 
ger, reduces printing and keeps the gun in 
a consistent orientation within the pocket. 
The latter function is particularly impor- 
tant because it enables you to achieve a 
solid grip as soon as your hand enters the 
pocket and eliminates fumbling. 

Many pocket holsters are designed with 
integral “hooks” that snag the pocket corner 
during the draw to allow the gun to clear the 
holster. This works well in front pockets but 
is not as reliable with the wide mouths of 
back pockets. To compensate, you should 
train to either change the angle of your 
draw to purposely snag the pocket mouth or 
clear the holster by pushing it away with the 
middle finger of the gun hand after the draw. 

Just like guns, all pockets are not cre- 
ated equal. The back pocket can be an 
excellent home for a pistol and is a worthy 
alternative to typical front-pocket carry 
methods. Try out these tactics and see 
what works best for you. PP

Rugged mini revolvers and subcompact steel 

from North American Arms.

A mong the earliest pocket pistols were 
revolvers, and many of these early 
revolvers were rimfires. Small, short-barreled 
revolvers are still popular for personal protection and concealed 
carry, but if you want something that is truly small and conceal- 
able, check out the mini revolvers from North American Arms. 

Black Widow 

The NAA Black Widow .22 Magnum is designed for serious use 
and not as a novelty. It features single-action (SA) firing and a five- 
shot heavy bull cylinder with no flutes. In between the chambers there 
are notches cut to hold the hammer in place. This allows the revolver 
to be carrier loaded with the hammer down safely so that it 
will not fire if dropped. The spur trigger is semi shrouded until 
the hammer is cocked and there is no triggerguard. 

On top, the user has a choice between Millet fixed or ad- 
justable sights that are very visible and easy to use. The gun also 
features a 2-inch heavy vent barrel and an oversized, rubberized 
black grip with a distinctive red and black, hourglass-shaped black 
widow spider logo. The grip is still very small but significantly larger 
than those found on the company’s other revolvers, all 
of which also feature stainless steel construe- t ^ 

tion, which makes them extremely 
durable and corros- 
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MICRO DEFENDERS 





Out of such a short barrel, the .22 Mag- 
num does lose a lot of its punch. Still, the 
performance, depending on the ammunition, 
is over 1 ,000 feet per second (fps) or 
more. This places the diminutive pistol 
in the same league as a much larger 4- or 
5- inch gun chambered in the smaller .22 LR. 

It is also important to note that while the | 
.22 Magnum may share the same diameter | 
as .22 LR and .22 Short, these cartridges are s 
not interchangeable. Do not try and load .22 | 
LR or .22 Short into a .22 Magnum cham- 
ber; the dimensions are not the same. North 
American Arms sells extra cylinders cham- 
bered in .22 LR and .22 Short for anyone 
who wants the extra versatility or for practice 
or training use. 

To load the revolver, the cylinder must 
be removed by pushing the cylinder pin 
out of the front. Cartridges are loaded in- 
dividually and the cylinder is then placed 
back into the gun. To unload, the cylinder 
is again removed, allowing the cylinder pin 
to be used to push the spent brass out one 
at a time. Clearly this is not a system that 
lends itself to fast reloads, but the gun finds 
its niche as a deep-cover backup gun. 

The company warns against dry firing 
as this can damage the firing mechanism. 
Instead, owners should use a spent or dum- 
my case if they want to practice dry firing. 
For hiking or camping in the backwoods, 
the revolver can also be loaded with bird- 
shot loads to ward off snakes. 

Mini Backups 

The NAA .22 LR is the gun that started 
it all, and it is the most popular mini-revolver 
there is. You can shoot both .22 LR and .22 
Short cartridges through it, and over the 
years, a plethora of accessories have been 
developed for it, including laser sights and 
different holsters and grips. The company 
does warn against firing the gun with mother 
of pearl grips, as these may crack under re- 
coil. One extremely cool holster is the belt 
buckle holster that makes the gun look like it 
is just a fancy Western-style buck knife and 
not actually a gun — but with a quick flick of a 
switch, the gun can be drawn. Another hol- 
ster option is actually a larger folding grip 
that includes a belt or pocket clip for conve- 
nient everyday carry. 

For anyone who prefers a more tradition- 
al-style revolver, the North American Arms 
Sidewinder features a swing-out cylinder. It 
does swing out to the right instead of to the 
left, but it includes an extractor that makes 
loading and reloading much easier and fast- 
er. The cylinder release is actually part of the 
cylinder rod/ejector rod, instead of a sepa-

rate latch. This feature adds a bit in terms 
of length and weight, and it is only available 
with the .22 Magnum cylinder, although re- 
placement cylinders allow for the use of .22 
LR and .22 Short ammunition as well. Other- 
wise, this pistol is identical in use and opera- 
tion to the other NAA revolvers. 

Pocket Guardians 

North American Arms certainly doesn’t 
limit itself to innovative mini revolvers. The 
company also produces some extremely 
compact and distinct semi-automatic pocket 
pistols. The .380 AGP Guardian is the larg- 
est of these, at least in terms of caliber, 
and offers 6-i-1 capacity with hammer-fired, 
double-action-only (DAO) operation and all 
stainless steel construction. The grips are 
rubberized and pebbled for a secure hold, 
and the gun features extremely clean lines 
with the only controls being the trigger and 
magazine release. The button above the grip 
on the right side is called a slide release, but 
its function is to release the slide for disas- 
sembly. NAA also makes this pistol available 
in its own .32 NAA cartridges, which is a 
necked-down .380 ACP case, which offers 
superior feeding and velocity. 

The .32 ACP Guardian was the first semi- 
auto pistol produced by NAA, which began 
production of the design in 1997. While 
this chambering is less powerful than the 
.380 ACP, it does offer less recoil for such 
a lightweight and compact pistol, allow- 
ing the shooter to produce faster follow-up 
shots on target. It is identical in its operation 
and stainless steel construction to the .380 
ACP Guardian, but is over 5 ounces lighter. 
One of the most impressive features of this 
pistol is that it is also available in a unique 
.25 NAA cartridge designed by NAA and 
CorBon. This is a .32 ACP case necked- 
down to .25 caliber. The cartridge produc- 
es impressive velocity, making it actually 
more powerful than the larger .32 ACP. For 
more information, visit northamericanarms.

CHARTER ARMS has a long 

tradition of making affordable 
and powerful compact revolvers. 

A great example is the .38 Undercover 
series, a snub-nose that has been tweaked 
with features preferred by today’s shooters. 
Like most of Charter Arms’ revolvers, the 
.38 Undercover has a five-round capacity. 

The .38 Undercover series features 
2-inch barrels and a ramp front sight that 
avoids snags. A groove is milled into the top 
of the frame and serves as the rear sight. 
Under the barrel, the ejector rod is snag 
free by being enclosed in a shroud that 
smoothly blends the muzzle of the gun so 
it is easy to re-holster. To load the revolver, 
push forward on the cylinder latch and push 
out the cylinder from the frame. The cylinder 
latch is grooved so your thumb can grip it 
as you push. Tilt the muzzle down and drop 
five .38 Special or -i-P rounds into the cham- 
bers. Then swing the cylinder back into the 
frame until it snaps into place. 

The checkered black rubber grip is small 
yet fills that space behind the triggerguard 
where a finger might feel the effect of recoil 
with hot loads. There are two finger grooves 


in the front of the grip that afford a good 
grasp. Most shooters will naturally find them- 
selves curling their small finger under the 
butt. For its cost, it is a well-made firearm 
that provides a fist full of firepower without 
leaving empties rolling on the floor. 

The Undercover line is also available in 
standard exposed hammer double-action/ 
single-action (DA/SA) models, “On Duty” 
variations with covered hammers that can 
still be thumb cocked, double-action-only 
(DAO) models as well as “Off Duty” varia- 
tions with completely concealed hammers. 

A great example of the latter is the Off Duty 
Black/Hi-Polish SS, which features a combi- 
nation matte-black/polished stainless finish 
that is extremely attractive. Its concealed 
hammer and lightweight aluminum frame 
make it eminently “carryable” and a great 
choice for COW use. 

Powerful Options 

The caliber ante is upped with the 
Mag Pug SS, which is chambered in .357 
Magnum. At 23 ounces, the Mag Pug is 
lightweight yet carries a magnum punch. 
With a 2.2-inch barrel, the Mag Pug is a hair 
larger than its .38 Special brother. The grips 



on the Mag Pug are full size 
so users can grip and handle 
the recoil of the .357 Magnum. 

This is a revolver that is at its 
best when used with mild .38 
Special loads for training, rather 
than full-bore rounds; the recoil 
can be severe since the gun is 
light and the rounds are powerful. 

Next up in caliber size is the icon 
ic Bulldog in .44 Special. At 21 ounces, 
it weighs less than a 20-round box of 
.44 Special cartridges. The .44 Special was 
extremely popular a century ago when it was 
chambered in full-size revolvers. It is known 
as a mild-recoiling, accurate, big-bore caliber 
quite suitable for defense work. Charter Arms 
was able to fit five rounds into their revolver 
design and ended up producing a big-bore 
pocket pistol for backup or defense work. 

It sports a 2.5-inch barrel and full-size 
grip. Recoil is what you would expect from a 
big-bore, lightweight revolver, but it is not so 
brutish that you can’t get through short train- 
ing exercises. These are guns you’ll carry a 
lot and shoot a little.

While the affordable price 
point at first made me 
skeptical of the SCCY, 
two magazines at 22 
yards showed me that it’s 
one of the best values 
in personal defense. 

Adding an ArmaLaser unit suddenly 
made it irresistible. I shot until I ran out of 
ammunition. Then I played with the laser 
until after dark. It was a great day. 

SCCY has done a tremendous job 
getting its pistols on dealer tables at gun 


shows and in stores, as I see them just 
about everywhere. The polymer-framed, 
steel slide defensive guns are reasonably 
compact and light, with IO- 1 -I capacity 
and very nice three-dot sights (the rear 
is drift adjustable but came perfectly 
aligned). Intended for concealed carry 
and perfectly fine for stashing any safe 
place you stash a home-defense hand- 
gun, they compete at a price point ($339 
MSRP) that makes them accessible to 
just about any budget. 

At the range they compete favorably 
against any similarly priced defensive 


handguns, and I’m chagrined to admit 
that our test unit performed as well as 
some of my much more expensive defen- 
sive handguns. Perhaps that’s the other 
part of the reason that they’re every- 
where: They work. 

Modern Double Action 

SCCY’s basic models are the CPX-1 
(with a frame-mounted manual safety) 
and the CPX-2 (without such safety), 
the latter of which I took to the range 
several times for extended testing. With 
its double-action-only (DAO) trigger, you 
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ON-TARGET FORCE! 


have a consistent (if long) trigger pull 
from shot to shot. Police departments 
have traditionally favored DA pistols 
for their perceived safety against ac- 
cidental discharges, and for the way 
each shot has an identical trigger pull 
(rather than a long first pull and short 
subsequent pulls with DA/SA designs). 
And with just a little practice, this DAO 
trigger pull is easily mastered. 

The hammer in the CPX-2, while 
visible, is completely bobbed — you 
can’t manually manipulate it, and it 
returns to the forward position after

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each shot. While the trigger pull is long 
and heavy, it’s not unduly so. 

Where the CPX-2 really shined was 
in accuracy — for a DAO defensive pistol 
with only a 3.1 -inch barrel, it returned im- 
pressive results on 6-inch-diameter steel 
plates and modern silhouette targets 
alike. The three-dot sights provided eas- 
ily acquired, precise service, and the tight 
lockup helped us hit 6-inch plates consis- 
tently at 22 yards. 

Laser Upgrade 

While the CPX-2 provided fine accura- 
cy, ergonomics and defensive utility out of 
the box, it really shined with the addition of 
an ArmaLaserTRIO laser unit. This laser 
is designed to clamp over the triggerguard 
to allow it to work with the CPX-2 despite 
its lack of accessory rail. The result is a 
snug-fitting, intuitively pointing laser that 
requires a special holster to accomodate

classic (and often impractical) stance. 

its installation and only a few minutes of 
training and practice to gain familiarity 
with its operation. 

The TRIO uses a refreshingly simple 
means of activation, which consists of 
a cleverly engineered master override 
switch and a simple on/off switch that 
uses the natural conductivity of skin to 
complete a circuit. The override switch,

mounted on the laser’s underside, slides 
forward to activate — exactly the direction 
it would slide if its recessed slider snags 
on your holster or clothes as you draw. 
To turn the laser on, you merely grip the 
CPX-2 and touch the underside of the 
clamshell laser housing. Your finger com- 
pletes the circuit and the laser projects 
a daylight-visible dot onto your attacker. 
There’s nothing else to worry about — no 
buttons, no switches, no hassles. It’s a 
breakthrough in intuitive operation. 

The benefits of adding a laser to your 
defensive pistol are huge, but all center 
around this core concept: In a struggle 
for your life, you probably won’t be able 
to acquire proper sight picture and sight 
alignment. Rather, you may well be on 
your back, struggling with your other hand 
or otherwise occupied with matters more 


pressing than precision marksmanship. 
That’s where the bright red dot comes 
in — grip the pistol, point it at your attacker 
and move it so the dot dances right where 
you want the round to impact. 

Range Work 

I sighted in the laser on a dimly lit 
indoor range, then took it outside in 
the middle of a bright day for accuracy 
testing. Using only the laser — not the 
sights — my groups opened up slightly, 
but I was able to score hits from the hip, 
with the CPX-2 in a high-retention hold 
and with the gun at certain obtuse angles. 

While the dot is harder to pick up 
in the daylight than indoors or at night, 
I was still able to put it on plates at 10 
yards, making quick work of them with- 
out using the metallic sights. My middle 
finger took a beating from the recoil of 
personal defense rounds, as the laser 
adds slight bulk under the triggerguard, 
but the laser’s tactical utility far out- 
weighed the inconvenience of bumping 
the middle finger under recoil and requir- 
ing a new holster. 

Back indoors, I cleared a few rooms 
with the laser and appreciated the fact 
that it helped me focus on downrange 
concerns — like differentiating between 
combatants and noncombatants — rather 
than on the sights. While form is still im- 
portant, the TRIO laser helps you score 
hits when proper form is impossible, like 
in the defense of your life. That’s also 
where the SCCY CPX-2 might really 
shine for you. 

Budget Combo 

The CPX-2 digested all of the defen- 
sive and practice ammunition we gave it, 
returning results that included some very 
surprising accuracy. Coupled with the 
TRIO laser, which increases hit probabil- 
ity in low-light and high-stress conditions, 
this pistol and laser combination could be 
a very effective tool for ensuring your per- 
sonal security, and their combined cost is 
still far less than you might be expecting 
to pay for a pistol alone.

A 50-State review of 
concealed-carry laws across the U.S.!

Although all 50 states now allow some form of concealed carry, the laws governing It are as different as the states themselves. 

The following is a general overview of each state’s laws on issuing permits, as well as whether or not they issue permits to non-residents and if they 
recognize permits from other states. While “reciprocity” is a term of art, I’ve used it here in the more general sense of whether or not one state will 
recognize another state’s permit. The exact terms of the reciprocity offered are, of course, different for each state. Just because a state recognizes 
some out-of-state permits doesn’t mean it recognizes one from your state, so you’ll need to check that. Other restrictions to be aware of are ammuni- 
tion- or magazine-capacity laws as well as the law of self-defense for each state. Included are links to official sources in each state, as well as the 
citation for its CCW statute, to serve as starting points for the additional research you should do to make sure you obey the law. 

What follows is not legal advice. For that you must contact an attorney licensed in that state who specializes in this area of law. This article is not 
intended to answer all the questions you need to ask, but to tell you where to look for the answers you need. 

Be aware that laws change constantly, and new ones often become effective at unpredictable times. Many states have changed their CCW laws in 
the past year (you’ll see notes on some of these changes and when they will become effective), and there’s no guarantee that they won’t change again 
by the time this gets to press and into your hands. Further complicating things, available information, even when it comes from state agencies, may 
be conflicting. While the information in this article came from state government sources (including directly from the most recently published statutes), 
do not rely on this or any other unofficial source. Verify all information prior to traveling. And if you have any doubt at all about carrying, don’t do it. 

Carrying a concealed weapon is all about taking responsibility for yourself, and an important part of that is the responsibility to know and obey 
the law when you do it so that you can protect yourself from criminals without becoming one. Self-defense, at its core, is about maintaining the status 
quo of your life, without allowing it to be degraded in terms of your freedom (going to jail), financial obligations (getting sued) and physical integrity 
(getting hurt). If you break the law, you may not lose your life, but you very well may lose your freedom, including your right to protect yourself with 
a firearm for the rest of your life. Stay informed, and stay legal.

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T he list of handguns suitable for concealed carry continues 
to grow each year, and this time around our buyer’s guide 
has new entries in calibers ranging from .380 all the way 
up to .45 ACP. Most of the latest models are built for pock- 
et carry, and one of them doesn’t even need the pocket! 
There are multiple categories that fall under the umbrella of 
“pocket pistol,” and some are not as ideally suited for carry in a 
trouser pocket as others. Models that should be carried in a belt 
holster, an inside-the-waistband (IWB) rig, shoulder or ankle holster 
actually comprise the greatest number of pistols, while those physi- 
cally dedicated to fitting a holster carried in a front pocket are lim-
